LONG  STAPLE  COTTON- MARKET:  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Standard -Times  of  January  1,  1933,  states  as  follows: 

"More  or  less  revival  of  buying  interest  during  the  past  week  featured, 
the  extra  staple  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  centers 
but  trading  was  held  to  moderate  volume,  and  in  some  places  was  extremely 
limited.      Some  business  was  'reported  in  virtually  every  New  England  cotton 
center,  but  in  no  center  was  the  sales  volume  large,  add  in  some  cases 
dealing  was  put  through  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  price  factor. 

"As  a  rule,  there  was  little  change  in  price  quotations  from  those  current 

a  week  ago,  ***

"Little  activity  was  reported  in  Egyptian  cotton  this  week,  and  price 
quotations  remained  nominally  about  the  same.      Uppers  are  particularly 
strong  in  price,  being  nearly  equal  to  Sakel. 

"The  situation  in  Pima  cotton  has  changed  somewhat,  even  though  no  trading 
is  reported  this  week.  ■    The  more  recent  arrivals  of  Pima  at  the  gins  in 
the  Southwest  are  reported  to  be  substantially  lower  in  grade  and  very  much 
shorter  in  staple  than  were  the  early  pickings  which  ranged  mostly  ones, 
and  twos  with  .staple  measuring  inch  and  nine- sixteenths  to  inch  and  fivej_?]- 
eighths.      The  later  arrivals,  however,  have  been  averaging  number  four  or 
number  five  in  grade  and  inch  and  one  half  or  less  in  staple. 

"The  result  has  been  some  strengthening  in  the  prices  of  the  higher  grade 
Pimas,  and  number  ones  were  quoted  rather  firmly  around  19  cents,  with 
number  twos  around  18  cents  and  number  threes  around  17  cents.      It  was 
possible  to  buy  fours  and  fives  around  16  cents  or  lower,  but  little  or  no 
buying  interest  of  any  kind  was  reported  in  the  Pima  market  this  week.

"Comparatively  little  trading  in  staple  cotton  took  place  this  week  in 
New  England  mill  centers,  although  cotton  merchants  had  looked  for  a 
substantial  revival  of  demand  immediately  following  the  turn  of  the  year 
and  were  all  set  to  do  a  thriving  business.     .Many  of  the  mill  executives 
were  in  the  New  York  gray  goods  markets  this  week  and  little  attention 
was  being  paid  to  cotton  quotations.      There  is  reason  to  believe,  however, 
that  gray  goods  business  moving  now  will  lay  the  foundation  for  a  more 
active  buying  interest  in  raw  material  next  week.

"Inactivity  continued  to  characterize  extra  staple  cotton  markets  here 
and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during  the  past  week  with  very  little  change 
in  the  price  situation.      Buying  interest  is  widely  scattered  and  seldom 
involves  more  than  a  few  odd  lots.      In  fact  it  is  the  small  odd  lots 
that  now  rule  the  market  here,  for  mill  requirements  are  small  and  can 
usually  be  covered  by  two  or  three  purchases  of  small  lots,  which  are 
available  at  prices  substantially  under  what  is  quoted  for  round-lot 
quantities .

"The  market  for  Egyptian  cotton  is  flat,  and  tentative  prices  are  in 
the  neighborhood  of  19  cents  for  good  grade  Sakel,  18  cents  for  good 
grade  Uppers  and  around  17  cents  for  number  two  Pima.      Little  or  no 
demand  for  either  kind  of  cotton  is  reported,  though  one  New  Bedford  mill 
is  reported  to  have  started  in  on  an  order  involving  the  use  of  Pima  cotton.
